Theſecond part is to truſte 
ſo much to their influences, asthereby to fore-tell 
what. common-weales ſhall floriſh or decay: what 
perſdiics ſhall be fortunate or vnfortunate : what 
ſide ſhall winne ju ani battell :: What man ſhall 
obtcine vidorie at ſingular combate : What way, 
and of whatage ſhall men dic: Whar horſe ſhall 
winne.at matche-running; and diverſe ſuch like 
incredible things, wherein Cardanue,Cornelins CA 
erippa, and diuerſe others haue more curiouſlic 
then profitably written at large. Of this roote laſt 
ſpoken of, ſprings. innumerable branches, ſuch as 
the knowledgeby the nativities ; the Chtirmmantie,

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Geomantie, Hydromantie, Arithmantie, Phyſiognomie: 
&a thouſand others: which were much practiſed, 
& holden in great reuerence by the Gerrlesof olde. 
And this laſt part of Aftrologie whereof I haue 
k<n,which is the root of their branches, was called 
by chem pars fortune. This parte now is veterlie vn- 
lawful to be truſted in,orpraftized amongſtchriſti. 
ans,as leaning to no ground of naturalreaſon: & it 
is this part which I called before the deuils ſchole. 

Par. But yet manie of the learned are of the 
contrarie opinion.

| therofall lyes, who hauing firſt of all preſcribed 
that forme of doing, feining himſelfe ro be com- 
manded &reſtreined thereby,wil be loath to paſſe 
the boundes of theſe injunCiones;afwell thereby 
to make them glory in the impiring ouer him(as I 
ſaide before: ) As likewiſe ro make himſelfe fo to 
be truſted in theſclittle thinges, that he may haue 
the better commoditic thercaftecr, to deccine them 
intheend with a tricke once forall; I mcane thee: 
ucrlaſting perdition of their ſoul & body. Then lay 
ing this ground,as Ihavefaid, theſe conjurationes 
muſt haue few or mo innumber of theperſones 
conjurers(alwaiespaſhng theſmguler number)ac- 
cording tothe qualitie of the circle ,and forme of 
apparition. Two principall thinges cannot well in 
that errand be wanted : holic-water(whereby the 
Deuill mockes the Zepiffes) and forme preſentof a = 
living thing vnto-him. There arlikewiſe-certaine 
ſeaſons, dayes and houres,thar they obſerncinthis 
purpoſe: Theſe rhings beingall readic, and'prepa- 
red, circles,are made triangular, quadrangular; 
round, double or fing!e,accordingtathefonne 
apparition that they craue, But to ſpeake of the di- 
uerſe Formes of rhe circles, of the innumerable 
characters andcroſſcs thatare within and withour, 
and out-through the ſamegof rhe divers formes of

apparitiones x that that craftic ſpirit illudes them 
with,and of all ſuch particulars in thataQion, I re- 
mit it to ouer-manie that haue buficd their heades 
in deſcribing of the ſame; as being but curious,and 
alrogether vnprofitable . And this farre onelic I 
touch , that when the conjured Spirir appeares, 
which will not be while after manie circumſtan- 
ces, long praicrs,and much ma—_—_ and murmu- 
ring of the conj urers;like a Papift prieſt,diſpatching 
a hunting Maſſe:how ſoneIſay,heappeares,ifthey 
haue miſſed one ioteof all their rites ;or if any of 
their feere once ſlyd ouer thecirele through terror 
of his fearcful apparition,he payes himſelte at rhat 
time inhis owne handc, of that due debr which 
"they ought him, and other-wiſc would haue de- 
laycd longer to haue paycd him : I meanc hee 
carries them with him bodie and ſoule. If this be 
not now a juſtcauſe ro make them wearie of theſe 
formes of conjuration, Ileaue it to you to judge 
ypon; conſidering the long-ſomeneſle of the la- 
bour, the preciſe keeping of dayes and houres(as [ 
haue ſaid) Theterribleneſſe of apparition, and the 
_ perrell that they ſtande in, in miſſing the 
eaſt circumſtanceor freite,thatthey ought to ob- 
ſcrue: And on the other parte, the Deuil is glad to 
mooue them toaplaine and ſquare dealing with 
himasI faid before.

The cf- 
feds are toanſwereto ſuch demands,zs concerncs 
curing of diſſeaſes, their own particular menage- 
ry:or ſuch other balc things as wy requireofhim,

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But to the moſt cumdus ſorte, in-theformes he will 
obliſh him ſeite,ro enrerin a dead bodie,andchere 
out of to giue ſuch an {wers,of the eaent of battels, 
of maters concerning theeſtareof commonmwelrhs, 
and ſuch like other great queſtions: yea, to lomche 
will be a: continual[attender;; in forme of aPage: 
He will permit himſelte to: be! conjured, for the 
ſpace of ſo many yeres,ether in atablet ora ring, or 
ſuch like thing,which they may ealely carric about 
with them: Hegiues them power to {cl ſach wares 
to others, whereof ſome will bee dearer, and ſome 
better he Seca tothe lying or true ſpeak- 


ing of the Split that is conjured therein. Notbut 
that in veriedcede, all Devils muſt belyars;but fo 
they abuſe the ſimplicitic of theſe wretches, that 
becomes their ſchollers, that they make them be- 
leeue,that at the fall of Zucifer, ſome Spiritesfell in 
the aire,ſomein the fire, ſome in the water, ſome in 
thelande : In which Elementes they ſtillremaine. 
Whereupon they build, that ſuchas fellin the fire, 
orin the aire, are truerthen they , who fellin the 
water or inthe land, which is al but meare trattles, - 
& forged be the author of al deceit. For they fel not 
be weight, as aſolide ſubſtance, to ſtick in anyone 
parre: But the principall part of their fal, conſiſting 
in qualitie, by the falling from the grace of God 
whereinthey were created, they continued ſtill 
thereafter,and ſhal do while the latter daie,inwan- 
dring through the worlde , as Gods hang-men, to 
execureſuch turnesas he employes them in. And 
when anic of them are not occupycd inthat, re- 


turne 
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turne they miuſtto theirpriſon it hel(as itisplaine 
4n the mrracte'that Canter wrought at Genne- a, x 
zareth) thereinatrhe latter daic to be all encloſed 
for cucr:andastheydecciue theirfchollers in this, 
fo-dothey;inimprinting in them the opinion that 
ithere arc! manie Princes, Dukes, and Kinges a- 
_ mongſtrhem , cuerie one commanding fewer 
or mo Legions, and ap 7 ee fe diuers artes, 
and quarters of rheearth. For though that I will 
not denic thartherebe eferiecfotdoyr amongſt 
the Angels in Heauen, and conſequentlie,was a- 
mongſtthem before their fall,yer,cither tar th 

bruike the ſame ſenſine; or thar God willpermit 
vs to know by damned Deuils, ſach heauenlie 
myſteries of his; which he would not reueale to vs 
neither by Scripture nor Prophets, I thinke no 
Chriſtiane will oncethinke it. Butby the contra- 
ric ofall ſuch myſteries,ashe hath cloſed vp with 
his ſcale of ſecrecie; it becommeth vsto be con: 
rented with an hamble ignorance, they being 
thinges not neceſlarie for our ſalvation. But tore- 
rurne to the purpoſe, as theſe formes, wherein Sa- 
than obliſhes himſelfe to the greateſt of the Aa- 
gicians,are wounderfullcurions; fo are the effees 
correſpondent vntothe fame :- Forhe will obliſh 
himſelfe roteach themartes and ſciences, which 
he may caſelie doe, being fo learned a knane as he 
is: To carrie them newes from anje parte of the 
worlde, whicly theagilicie of a Spirite may caſclie 
performe : to reneale to them the ſecretes of anie 
perſons, ſo being they bee ſpoken, for the

thought none knowes but GOD, except ſo 
far as yee may gheſle by their countenance;as one

—_ falſc,he _— wi” 4p all handes;bur 
alwaics doubrſome, as his Oracles were. And he 
will alſo make them to pleaſe Princes, by faire ban- 

uers and daintie diſhes,carryed in ſhortſpace fra 
c fartheſt part of the worlde.For no man doubts 
but heis a thiefe,and his agilitic (as I ſpake before) 
makes him to come ſuche ſpeede. Such-like, he 
will guard his ſchollers with faire armies of horſe- 
men and foote-men in appearance, caſtles and 
fortes: Which all are but imprefſiones inthe aire, 
caſclic gathered by a ſpirite, drawing ſo neare to 
that ſubſtance himſelf : Asin like maner he will 
lcarne them manic juglarie trickes at Cardes, dice, 
& ſuch like,to deceiue mennecs ſenſes thereby:and 
ſ\uchinnumerable falſe praticqueyzgwhichare pro- 
ven by ouer-manie inthisage: Asthey who ar ac- 
quainted with that /taljancalled Scoro yetliuing, 
can reporte. And yet arc all theſe thinges bur delu- 
ding of the ſenſes,and nowaies true in ſnbſtance, 
as were the falſe miracles wrought by King Pha- 
raves Magicians,for counterfeiring Moyſes: Forthat 
is the difference betuixt Gods myracles and the 
Deuils, God isa creator, what he makes appeare 
in miracle, it is ſo in effe. As Moyſes rod being ca- 
ſten downe, was no doubt turned in a natura! Ser- 
pent: 
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pent: where asthe Deuill (as Gods Ape)counter- 
tetting that by his Afagicians,maid their wandes to 
appeare ſo, onelicto menncs outward ſenſes:as ky- 
thed in eftc& by their being deuoured by the.0- 
ther, Foritis no wonder,that the Deuill may de- 
lude our ſenſes, fince weſee by common proofe, 
that ſimple juglars will makean hundreth thinges 
ſceme both to our cies and cares otherwaics then 
they are. Now asto the Magicians parte of the con- 
traR,it is ina word that thing, which I ſaid before, 
the Deuill hunrs for inall men.

gaine: Although he can put his owneſpiritein a 
dead bodie, which the Necromancers commonlie 
practiſe, as yee have harde.
